An Open Letter To Congregational Christians 


From Rev. David H. Sandstrom, Minister of the Missions School 


I am writing about an audacious un- 
dertaking — the decision of our fel- 
lowship to seek $11,500,000 for Our 
Christian World Mission by the end of 
1962 — a 60 per cent increase over 
1960 giving. 

This $11,500,000 goal comes at the 
very time when we are moving into 


the United Church of Christ, and it 


comes also in the midst of the Christ- 
jan Higher Education Fund and many 
conference appeals. 

The decision to raise $11,500,000 was 
made at the 1960 Midwinter Meeting 
of the Missions Council. This meeting 
was attended by five hundred leaders 
in our fellowship and included mem- 
bers and staffs of the boards, confer- 
ence superintendents with many of 
their staff members, members of the 
executive committee of the General 
Council, the state women’s presidents 
and chairmen of state conference stew- 
ardship committees. 

After this body of church members 
heard reports on financial crises in 
several of the boards they voted unan- 
imously for this goal. The decision was 
reconfirmed at the 1961 Midwinter 
Meeting and plans were made to a- 
chieve it. 

The story is now being carried to 
our churches. Their response will be 
manifest in the fall when most of them 
hold their Christian’ Enlistments. Some 
conferences began to communicate the 
appeal to their churches last year. But 
the majority are learning about it now 
for the first time. 

The $11,500,000 fund, which will 
take care of the known minimum re- 
quirements of our boards, has been the 
result of careful study. 

Many retired ministers have been 
living on annuities woefuily inade- 
quate to meet their needs. Beginning 
this year all retired annuitants over 70 
years old will receive substantial in- 
creases. This has been made possible 
by including the Annuity Fund in the 
allocation of monies given by the 
churches to Our Christian World Mis- 
sion. 

The inclusion of the Annuity Fund 
in the distribution of the Regular Ap- 
portionment (the churches giving to 
the budgeted work of the conferences 
and boards) means that conferences 
and boards will receive smaller per- 
centages with which to work and they 
are not in a position to have their in- 


comes reduced. 

The American Board in 1960 found 
it necessary to draw $292,666 from its 
reserve funds for its budgeted work; 
it estimates a withdrawal of $347,138 
in 1961. The Board of Home Missions 
in preparing its 1960-61 budget esti- 
mated it would need to draw $425,000.- 
00 from its reserve funds. As the fis- 
cal year draws to a close, this estimate 
appears to be correct. Reserve funds 
are emergency funds. The boards can- 
not continue to drain their reserves 
and at the same time maintain finan- 
cial stability. Unless additional money 
is made available, they will be forced 
to cut back on their work. 

The Congregational Christian Service 
Committee will suffer the largest cut 
as a result of the new percentage dis- 
tribution. It is hoped that increased 
giving in the One Great Hour of Shar- 
ing offering will counterbalance some 
of the loss. However, in 1960, even 
without this loss, the Service Com- 
mittee was unable to accept its full 
share of the relief programs of Church 
World Service and the World Council 
of Churches. 

The overall fact is that our united 
work as Congregational Christian 
churches is frustrated by support from 
the churches that despite its increase 
from year to year does little more thin 
absorb inflation. 

The $11,500,000 goal is therefore a 
modest appeal when we consider the 
world pressures behind it. These press- 
ures are spelled out for us every day 
through newspapers and _ periodicals, 
television and radio. What else can we 
do? Is the church to retreat in this de- 
cisive hour in history? Is it to with- 
draw when other agencies, both gov- 
ernmental and private, are redoubling 
their efforts to lead mankind from the 
edge of the abyss? Is it to retrench 
when man is crying for the meaning 
of life, when his materialism and his 
lack of purpose are not a rejection of 
Christianity — not this so much as a 
need for Christ? 

What are the prospects for obtain- 
ing the $11,500,000? The people of our 
churches have the financial capacity. 
I believe they have the will and the 
heart. I also believe this is the right 
time for such an effort. 

Many CC churches complete their 
giving to the Christian Higher Educa- 
tion Fund this year. They will have 


been making payments over a two- 
year period. If in 1962 they add one- 
half of the total of their Fund giving 
to their regular Our Christian World 
Mission, we will have taken a_ long 
stride toward attaining our goal of 
$11,500,000. 

Many churches are also beginning to 
look at their benevolence programs in 
a new light. They are determining the 
size of their missionary giving by a 
ratio of benevolences to local church 
expenses, an amount equal to perhaps 
25 per cent, 50 per cent or even up to 
100 per cent of the amount allocated 
for the local church budget. A church 
thus providing for work beyond its 
parish borders does not find it a bur- 
den. 

In July of this year we became the 
United Church of Christ. This means 
that our 1962 goal extends into that 
period when the Congregational Chris- 
tian and Evangelical and Reformed 
communions will be one. This does not 
detract from our objective, however. 
In fact, we are pursuing it more vig- 
orously, The United Church will not 
lessen the importance of the work that 
each communion has done separately. 
And only as we of Congregational 
Christian background attain our $11,- 
500,000 goal will we be more evenly 
yoked with members of the Evangeli- 
cal and Reformed tradition as together 
we advance Our Christian World Mis- 
sion. 

We who are concerned with Our 
Christian World Mission can do some- 
thing in our local churches. We can 
seek out members of the budget com- 
mittees and other church leaders, and 
share with them. our information, con- 
viction, and hope. We must not wait 
until our local church votes on its reg- 
ular budgets. A church can fail in its 
world-wide obligation if no one pleads 
its case at the right time with the 
right people. 

This is the right time!

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Dr. Thomas Anderson Retired September Ist 
After Long And Effective Atlanta Ministry 


(The article that follows was written 
by Miss Laura Link, Religious News 
Editor of the Atlanta Constitution, and 
appeared in that newspaper after the 
announcement of the resignation of Dr. 
Thomas Anderson as minister of Cen- 
tral Congregational Ghurch. Dr. An- 
derson’s resignation took effect Sep- 
tember 1, 1961. During the 18 years of 
hiS ministry in Atlanta he has been 
active in the affairs of the Georgia- 
South Carolina Conference and the 
Southeast Convention. His valued lead- 
ership will be missed.) 


“Goodness is so doggone tough it’s 
hard to kill.” 

An Atlanta minister who knows 
more about all types of people than 
most ministers know about their own 
parishioners talked about his exper- 
ience with man and the human soul. 

Dr. Thomas Anderson soon will be 
transferring from one phase of the 
Christian ministry — the metropolitan 
pastor — to another — writer. 

The minister who has made the in- 
tellectual study of man his business has 
served as pastor of the Central Con- 
gregational Church at the corner cf 
Ponce de Leon and Piedmont Avenues 
for the past 18 years. 

“You get deep into the worst of lives 
and find the same kind of hungers of 
the soul you find in the most devout 
saint,” he said. 

Dr. Anderson has led one of the most 
varied and active lives imaginable. Du- 
ring his summer vacations he often 
took jobs as a taxi driver, a cook on 
a fishing boat, a fruit picker, a deck- 
hand on a tug, an employee in a gamb- 
ling club in Reno, and as a street re- 
pair worker. 

These summer jobs were sociological 
experiments Dr. Anderson conducted 
to learn more about people. “All ex- 
periences give you a broader outlook 
on life. When you live, work with, and 
share in the lives of people, you can’t 
help but broaden your understanding 
of them.” Dr. Anderson believes that 
he has come to a “certain understand- 
ing of humanity” he couldn’t have 
found by placing himself in only one 
eategory of life. 

The greatest experience a man can 
have, believes Dr. Anderson, is his de- 
cision.on how he’s going to invest his 
life. 

He reached this experience on a rainy 
night in Sydney, Australia, at the age 


of 15. He had run away from his Cali- 
fornia home and unpleasantness when 
he was 12 and been a stow-away on 
a merchant marine vessel. 

Wandering through Sydney after his 
chores aboard ship were finished he 
lost track of time and his ship sailed 
without him. With 30 cents in his poc- 
ket he came upon a Salvation Army 
mission in an old converted warehouse. 
The hymn, “What a Friend I Have In 
Jesus,” was being sung. “I had become 
quite a cynical kid, but that night I 
decided I needed a friend and I went 
in.” 

A Salvatiun Army captain, George 
Laws from England, took young An- 
derson home with him and began to 
tell him about human _ beings, their 
growth and achievements. 

The impression the Salvationist ma- 
de on the “cynical kid” was so great 
that Dr. Anderson quit the sea and 
went back to school — the sixth grade. 

First he wanted to be an architect. 
But Dr. Anderson said he began to look 
back into history to see what had af- 
fected the human being “most fully.” 
“Tt was the view of the man and prin- 
ciples of this Galilean carpenter. He 
dealt with the human spirit, the soul.” 

Dr. Anderson says his decision to 
enter the Christian ministry was no 
emotional experience of a spectacular 
nature. “It all stems back to that rainy 
night in Sydney. History, logic, reason 
told me to become a Christian minister. 

Leaning back from his desk, Dr. An- 
derson reflected for a minute on what 
advice he would give young ministerial 
students investing their lives. 

“Advice is easily given, you know. 
I would certainly advise them to love 
people, despite everything. One of the 
basic causes of lessened success in the 
ministry is lack of adequate training 
and dedication of oneself,” he said. 

“T use the words ‘lessened success’ 
because I seldom use the word ‘fail- 
ure. No one is a complete failure.” 

“This whole idea of success being a 
matter of size is folly,” he said, refer- 
ring to expanding church plants. “The 
only adequate criterion of success of 
the Christian clergy and laymen is how 
well they can serve.” 

When he came to Atlanta the church 
was discouraged and near rock bottom. 
There were 84 members on the roll. 
Only 34 could be located. 

Money was borrowed to paint the 
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building, other repairs made and the 
congregation began to grow with the 
city. During Dr. Anderson’s ministry 
well over ,1,000 members have been 
added. The church has a rapid turnover 
in membership, due to members mov- 
ing from the city. Now there are 731 
on the rolls. 

Dr. Anderson, who boasts about his 
good health, says he’s retiring from the 
pulpit to write while his health is still 
good. He believes he can influence and 
reach more people through writing 
than the parish ministry. 

“When you feel there is something 
good to Jo — good, measured in terms 
of helping humanity — you ought to 
do it And that’s what I’m going to do.”
